Lexington," Ky., Aug. 14 —- 
I Traces of the camp of the "long 
hunters," famous in the annals of 
Kentucky fcistcily the latter part 
18th century, may be found by a 
party of Lexingtonians who plan 
to explore a cave near Mill 
Springs, Wayne County, the lat- 
ter part o^ this month. 

The "long himtterS,'* it is relat- 
ed, came 'to Kentucky in 1770 
f rdjm the Holstein, the Clinch and 
the New River region and pitch- 
ed camp in Wayne county about 6 
miles from the present sight of 
Monticello. From here they scat- 
tered in various directions to seek 
game, agreeing to return every 
five weeks tol deposit the fruits 
of their labor at the common 
camp. 

The adventurous spirit of the 
"long hunters," however prevent- 
ed them from keeping their agree 
nient. The band of forty gradu- 
ally drifted apart. Finally, in the 
early, part of 1771 the pine remain 
ing members di the band set out 
for home with the pel^s they had 
gathered. At Ctimberland Gap 
they were mqt by a'band of Cher- 
okees who relieved them 6i their 
valuable burden, and they reutrn- 
ed home empty-handed. 

The party of explorers will be 
I by Prof. A. M. Miller, head of the 
department of geology Univer- 
sity of Kentucky. Those who 
probably wiH accompany him will 
be Prof. W. S. Webb and Dr. Fee 
Tuttle, of the University faculty, 
Vivtoij- K. Dodge and Samuel M. 
Wilson. 

In addition to seeking traces of 
the "long hunters" camp, the ex- 
plorers hope to find evidences of 
the occupation of the cave before 
the coming of the white men. The 
cave is located near a well travel- 
ed road. Early accounts of the 
"long hunters" say they found 
near the caves evidences of ..for- 
mer occupation, such as rock-en- 
closed graves and the like.
